This is especially true of our 
visits with the shakers in Massa¬ 
chusetts, Maine, and Hew Hamp¬ 
shire. The Shakers in the Hancock, 
Massachusetts settlement are our 
friends, and the settlement itself 
is most dear to our hearts, but 
the Bast canterbury (New Hamp¬ 
shire) colony runs a close second 
in our affections, we, Dick Haas, 
Jerry Kreger, and 1, ( all members 
of the A.S.D.G.) arrived at hast 
Canterbury on a rainy, soft, Sep¬ 
tember afternoon and immediately 
fell in love with the buildings 
and the grounds. The view across 
the valley was paralyzingly beau¬ 
tiful. We stood in the quiet rain 
and absorbed the silence. 

Our guide, Sister Bertha lin - 
sey, took us on a tour which usu¬ 
ally lasts a half-hour,but seemed, 
somehow, to consume two full hours 
without a single slow minute. Sis¬ 
ter Bertha showed us the old meet¬ 
ing house, built in 1792, and al¬ 
lowed us to visit places not open 
to the general public. It was ex¬ 
citing and inspiring, and made me, 
for one, vow that I'd learn every¬ 
thing I could about these remark¬ 
able people. 


We saw the work rooms where the 
sisters make woven poplar baskets, 

the barns, the infirmary, the gift 
shop. A special treat awaited us. 
Bister Lillian played the organ, 
and Sister Bertha sang Shaker 
songs for us. 

Bast canterbury is a colony of 
sixteen shakers,a settlement where 
some three hundred men and women 
once worked and lived, prayed, 
sang and danced together, we left 
with sincere regret, sorry to part 
so soon, ashamed to be so ignorant, 
humble in the face of sincere, un¬ 
shakable, quiet faith, fully de¬ 
termined to be better human beings 
than we are capable of being. 

xhe Maine Shakers, at Sabbath- 
day Lake,are undoubtedly as sympa¬ 
thetic and friendly as the Hew 
Hampshire Shakers, but we caught 
them on an off-day. Again it was 
raining and cold, we arrived on a 
day when all the official guides 
were away from home, and it was 
only because the Shakers are gen¬ 
erous people that one sister fi¬ 
nally offered to give up her af¬ 
ternoon and take us on a tour. 













































Again we saw things that the ave¬ 
rage tourist does not see.Most ex¬ 
citing to us were the drawers full 
of wonderful old pictures showing 
the ohalters in many informal poses’. 

A visit to the Shaker Museum at 
Harvard, (the town not the school) 
climaxed our trip, for although 
there are no Shakers left in Har¬ 
vard, the beauty of their crafts¬ 
manship, the beauty of their sim¬ 
ple exquisite furniture and handi¬ 
crafts, the utter simolicity of 
their religion, is lovingly pre¬ 
served in this museum. 

That was September, and the end 
of summer. This is Christmas, the 
beginning of a new year, the re¬ 
newing of hopes, the reaching for¬ 
wards toward something better and 


lasting, the stirring of something 
deeply religious in most people. 

Perhaps,this Christmas we can gain 
something from our Shaker friends 
who say, ff Our religion knows no 
sect or creed. We can worship with 
anyone we choose,and in any church 
we choose."It 1 s something to think

There are some things missing 
in this volume; too little space 
is devoted to the song and dance 
of the South; and the Creole cul¬ 
ture is almost entirely omitted.

It is the 
original recipe used by Lydia Es¬ 
tes Pinkham in the manufacturing 
of her Vegetib le Compound, 


Botkin has omitted one rather 
unpleasant factor, which is ever¬ 
present in Southern culture and 
Northern criticism of the South: 
lynching. He has underplayed the 
"Jim Crow" attitudes of the South 
to such an extent as to ignore 


jean Burton has taken the tale 
of Lydia Pinkham and her wonder¬ 
ful elixir and woven them into 
a fascinating biography of a fas¬ 
cinating business. The book tells 

of the first struggle for success 
in a small Massachusetts town,and 
















the days of world fame,and of the 
bitter ^ight for control of the 
business, which was not settled 
until 1929. 

The author gives a careful ex¬ 
planation of what made Lydia Es- 
tes Pinkham the kind of woman she 
was.The Esteses were stern aboli¬ 
tionists, sprung from a long line 
of devout Quakers who left their 
society on account of the slavery 
issue. The Esteses women had al¬ 
ways had minds of their own,and 
there is a record of women in the 
family owning property when such 
a practice was virtually unknown. 
Lydia was given more schooling 
than the average girl of her age; 
she was taught in grammar school 
by a follower of hronson Alcott's 
progressive education, and was 
allowed to go on to the academy. 
It is not surprising therefore 
that Lydia should have proved in¬ 
dependent enough and far-seeing 
enough to start her own business. 

There is a great deal of fas¬ 
cinating material in the book 
which is not directly connected 
with the pinkham enterprise. An 
account of the abolutionist acti¬ 
vities of the Estes family and 
their friendships with John Green* 
leaf Whittier, wendell Phillips, 
William Lloyd uarrison, and Fred¬ 
erick Douglass: some glimpses of 
the long, complicated history of 
medicine in America; and humouous 
often hilarious, examples of the 
advertising of the day.

This book is not one of that 
school of biography which des¬ 
cribes in detail the clothes the 
heroine wore, or what she ate for 
breakfast, but it is an interest¬ 
ing, detailed account of the life 

of an American phenomenon, Lydia 
Pinkham's Vegetable Compound.

This new book of dances, pri¬ 
marily planned for children, is 
simple and clear throughout. The 
dances are actually singing games 
which have been played for centu¬ 
ries. The instructions are con¬ 
cise, but perfectly lucid. Mr. 
Chase has that enviable talent 
for writing for children but not 
down to them. He has included 
some familiar favorites (Bow Be¬ 
linda, Roman soldiers) and some 
new, for us at least, games which 
he learned in the south. The mu¬ 
sic is all in very simple keys, 
(g,c,f) so that even the most 
inexperienced musician can easily 
play them. Mr. Chase suggests 
that these dances be done to 
singing rather than instrumental 
accompaniment. 


Unfortunately the diagrams 
which accompany the dances are 
not as clear as they might be. 
They take some getting used to, 
and it is doubtful whether they 
would actually help any child to 
better understand the dances. The 
illustrations are delightful, 
though, black and white drawings 
of children doing the dances, and 
make tithe book more attractive. 

Hullabaloo will be appreciated 
by teachers as well as by child¬ 
ren, so keep it in mind when you 
do your Christmas shopping.
